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‘Shock’ support 


Kitty Dukakis touts controversial therapy in Andover

hanks to his role as Randall 
Patrick McMurphy in the 1975 
film One Flew Over the 
Cuckoo's Nest, the face of Jack 
Nicholson and its association 
with the electric shock therapy 
used in mental institutions still 
endures today 

But a new book is offering a 
fresh take on the treatment, now 
referred to as electroconvulsive 
therapy, or ECT. And a new face 
too. The face of Kitty Dukakis. 

Dukakis, 69, and her hus- 
band, former Massachusetts 
governor and presidential candi- 
date Michael Dukakis, came to 
Andover’s Temple Emmanuel 
on Nov. 19 to talk about her new 
book Shock: The Healing Power 
of Electroconvulsive Therapy, 
co-written with former Boston 
Globe journalist Larry Tye 

For Dukakis, who has suf- 
fered from clinical depression 
for nearly two decades, anti- 
depressant pills simply have not 
worked to treat her illness, which 
usually flairs up every eight to 
nine months. The result can be 
four-month periods that she 
describes as “going down a dark, 
deep tunnel.” 

Excessive sleeping and alco- 
hol addiction were how Dukakis 
coped with the depression, until 
she received her first ECT treat- 
ment five and a half years ago at 
Massachusetts General Hospital. 
The results were both positive 
and immediate, she said of the 
controversial treatment. 

“I often say that this treatment 
saved my life,” Dukakis told the 
audience at Temple Emanuel. 
“For me, the benefits are so huge 
that Michael often refers to it as 
a miracle treatment.” 

One hundred thousand Amer- 
icans receive ECT a year, and, 
according to Tye, 75 percent of 
them experience relief from 
depression. That compares 
favorably to the 30 to 60 percent 
success rate of most anti-depres- 
sant pills, he said. 

The book, which alternates 
chapters between Dukakis’s per- 
sonal story and Tye’s scientific 
and historical history of the treat- 
ment, is 304 pages and was 
released in September by Avery. 

Tye said theories behind why 
ECT works range from its effect

on seratonin levels in the brain to 
it actually setting off an anti-con- 
vulsive reaction. In layman's 
terms, Tye said that it could be 
compared to rebooting a com- 
puter or kicking a television to 
clear up a fuzzy picture. 

Side effects to the treatment 
include short-term memory loss. 
Dukakis said she has several 
times lost her way driving to the 
Northeastern University campus, 
where her husband teaches, but 
that, overall, loss of memory has 
been minimal. 

“T certainly wouldn't rush 
someone to ECT,” said Andover 
psychiatrist Larry Larson. “It’s 
certainly not a cure all.” 

While his stance on ECT 
treatment is neutral, Larson 
noted that in addition to memory 
loss there was the possibility of 
adverse effects to executive 
functioning in the prefrontal 
lobes, the portion of the brain 
that develops last. 

“IT would be concerned about 
the possible disorder in that 
regard,” Larson said. “The high- 
er-order functions — organiza- 
tion, synthesis, integration, prior- 
itizing — tell the rest of the brain 
what to do.” 

“This is not a treatment for 
everybody,” Dukakis said. “But 
for those who it helps, it makes 
an enormous difference in their 
lives.” 

Before signing books, both 
the Dukakises and Tye answered 
questions from the crowd. 

When asked, if so successful, 
why ECT was still treated as a 
last resort by doctors, Tye said 
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that when comparing shock ther- 
apy to taking pills, “Anybody 
would want to start out with the 
less invasive [treatment].” 

Both Dukakis and Tye said 
that in writing Shock, their goal 
was to diminish the perception 
that ECT is barbaric treatment 
They want ECT to become a 
treatment option for those suffer- 
ing from clinical depression. 

Dukakis has also written a 
memoir, titled Now You Know, 
published by Simon & Schuster 
and released in 1991, which 
dealt with her alcoholism and 
experience with the pressures of 
being a political wife. After the 
talk, Dukakis said that writing 
Shock was more of a challenge 
than her first book. “It was much 
more intense,” she said. 

Tye imagined that this was 
because while alcoholism is 
widely understood, both depres- 
sion and ECT are not. 

“It’s been stigmatized even 
within the field [of psychiatry],” 
Tye said, later noting, “It’s not a 
cure, it’s a treatment.” 

“T can tell you this: I have my 
wife back,” Michael Dukakis 
said. “To have her share this with 
thousands and thousands of peo- 
ple is terrific.” 

The former governor told the 
audience of a woman he knew 
whose daughter committed sui- 
cide after suffering from depres- 
sion for 20 years. A female grad- 
uate student of his, also suffering 
from depression and taking nine 
medications at the same time to 
treat it, was falling asleep during 
class. In these patients” cases, 
ECT had never been mentioned 
by'their doctors. 

“When you hear these cases, 
and that alternative hasn’t been 
at least suggested by the doctor, 
that doesn’t make any sense to 
me,” he said.
